Logic of Draft Army. 

"TJic power against which we 
are arrayed has sought to im- 
pose its will upon the world by 
force. To this end it has in- 
creased . its armament until it 
has changed the face of the war. 
In the sense in which we havs 
Im-ch wont to tliink of armies, 
there are no armies in this strug- 
gle. There arc entire nations 
armed. 

"Thus, men who remain to till 
the soil aud men in the factories 
are no less a luijt of the army 
than those in Fence ; than the 
men beneath the tiattle flags, it 
iuum he >o with us. It is not an 
army- we must shape and train for., 
war- it is a nation. To 
and our people must 
in one compact front against a 
common foe. 



One Purpose For All. 

"Put thus cannot be if each 
man pursues his. private purpose. 
All must pursue one purpose. The 
nation needs all men, but needs 
each man not in the field that will 
most please him, but in the en- 
deavor that will best serve the 
common good. Thus, though a 
sharpshooter pleases to operate a 
trip hammer for forging great 
guns, and the expert mechanic 
desires to march with the flag, 
the nation is being served only 
when the sharpshooter marches 
and the machinist remains at his 
levers. 

"The whole nation must be a 
team in which each man shall 
play the part for which he is best 
fitted. To til is end, congress lias 
provided that the nation shall be 
organized .for war by selection; 
that each man shall be classified 
for service in the place to which 
it shall best serve the gen- 
eral good to call him. 

In No Sense Conscription. 

"The significance of this can- 
not, be overstated. It is a new 
thing in our history ; a landmark 
in every progress. It is a new 
manner of accepting and vitaliz- 
ing our duty to give ourselves 
with thoughtful deVotion to the 
common purpose of us all. It 
is in no sense conscription of 
the unwilling. It is, rather, a se- 
ectkxn from a nation which has 
volunteered in mass. It is 
no more choosing of those who 
shall serve equally the necessary 
and devoted purpose in the in- 
dustries that lie behind the bat- 
tle line.

K I had my way I would go Into 1 
the kitchen of every woman In the 
land and confiscate her entire supply 
of washing soda, writes »' 
Frederick In the Chlcag 
That one misused article Is 
ble for more sore, red *»«t> «i» t more 
pots with worn-out linings, than any 
other one thing. 1 do not exaggerate 
when I say that In many kitchens 
washing sods Is put Into the pots af- 
ter srery meal. Then how can we ex- 
pect to have utensils that are bright 
sad shiny If we subject them constant- 
ly to so strong a chemical? 

Washing soda Is the crystal of soda 
ash. a very strong alkali. Washing 
soda should never be used In a solid 
form, but should be dissolved sepa- 
rately and the solution be used spar- 
laxly. When I *say that two table- 
spoonfuls of dry soda are sufficient for 
a large tub of water, you can readily 
see why "a handful of soda" Is ab- 
surdly too much to use In a poor, 
harmless kitchen utenslL 

If foods are cooked with care there 
seed be no scorchlug. If no scorching 
then the particles which sdher« to the 
tx.ttt.iu sud sides should be easily 
srrap.«l off with a round pointed tiat 
Wooden paddle, and not a metal Instru- 
ment. If one la so careless as to 
scorch s utensU, plain water will dls- 
SoWe the food as well as any water 
with soda. 

Now as to actual cleaning: Our 
modern pom are made either of en- 
amel. aluminum or reUnned ware. In 
any cise, the outside should uever be 
scoured with «n alkali, fcaisw-l la ihe 
easiest to keep clean of the three be- 
cause of us chinalike surface. The 
worst thing we can do to enamel ware 
is to let a soda solution soak luto It. us 
this eats off the porcelain and lenseus 
the life of our pot. 

So many say to me: **oh, aluminum 
ware la so bard to keep clean I** la 
have lined aluud- 
rs and It la still 
silvery looking outside. The 
some pots has become dis- 
colored through cooking certain foods. 
SI1 we ever use on aluminum Is white 1 
and wster dally, and then we 
It weekly with a good sliver pol 
Isn. No alkali or powders such as are 
ea the market and essneeatf used

Tbe scheme haa no proiot>pe and la 
merely a screen of columns open to 
the sky. inclosing a flower-growu cir- 
cle. 

The material used for the memorial 
la bethel white granite, the inscrip- 
tion Iu the frieze and upon the top of 
th- pylonn b^lng of white bronze set 
deep Into the stone work. The detail, 
which iu account of the else of the. 
reprodui t!on is only Indicated, la en- 
tirely floral In form and free in treat- 
ment, the wild rose and the morning- 
glory being ua.-d a* the main motives. 
It la interesting architecturally to 
note that while it is extremely S/ee ta 
treatment and not at all conventional. 
It la generally very classic in feeling. 
The extreme width of the memorial Is 
about fifty feet, and the colonnade is 
eighteen feet In diameter. Tbe col- 
umns themselves are fifteen feet in 
height and are similar In general 
character to those in the Clepsydra 
of A ndronlcus of ryrrhus. The large 
pylons were exhibited at the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architecture In New 
York a short tlm»* a*o and experts 
pronounced them the finest piecea ul 
carved granite ever executed. 

The architect is Kgerton Hwartwont 
of New York City who designed the 
new Oeorge W'anhlneton memorial, 
the new Missouri stats i apitol and the 
new Federal building in Denver.

WERE BEATEN TO DEATH. 

Additional information regard- 
ing the tragic death of Stanley 
Miller and Paff Hawkins, who 
were killed by bandits in the 
Dominican Republic on May 15, 
is contained in a later report 
from the Central Romany. Co. 
This company employed the three 
Kentuckians as civil engineers, 
and Miller, Hawkins and Pull- 
man were in camp near the town 
of La Ramona when they were 
set upon by a band of outlaws in 
the night of May 15. 

A desperate fight ensued. The 
Kentuckians, largely outnumbcr- 
«d, did their best to defend them 
selves, and fought at great oddi 
until exhausted. According to 
the reports at hand, Pullman, in 
some manner, succeeded in mak 
ing his escape. His companions, 
however, were less fortunate. 
They were said to have been 
dragged to a nearby tree, secure- 
ly tied and beaten to death by 
the bandits. 

Em forts are now being made to 
recover the bodies of Miller and 
Hawkins; to bring about the cap 
ture of the bandits; to obtain defi- 
nite information regarding the 
tragedy, and to learn of the re- 
ported safety of Pullman. 

The first report stated the 
bodies of the two men bad been 
burned, but this may have been a 
mistake.

Ax an early hour Sunday morn- 
ing a mob broke open- the city 
jail at Fulton, and carried Law- 
rence iMiupwey, a negro held 
for the attempted murder of 
Ciarence Uuhfiu, an Illinois Cen- 
tral watcmuau on 'May 9, and 
ha lived liiin to a te-lej.hon* ca 
ble uhout tiiree fee* from the jail. 
The mob went about their busiuetS 
a quiet manner. No one has 
been found who saw them do 
their work. Night officer Wal- 
ter Shape discovered at 3:15 a. 
in. that he jail had been broken 
"]"'ii and the negro gone. En 
trance was gained by taking a 
four inch iron pipe about eight 
feet long ami battering the lock 
off.

When h« attacked 
Dublin he lost his hat, coat and 
real, and these were sent to(_ir< vir 
fi< Id ami 17 white people swore 
that they belonged to the negro. 
A negro who claimed to Lie Defnp- 
- \ s brother-in-law called Chief 
Of Poliee Baker Saturday and 
said he would testify that Denp- 
scy a tacked Dublin and that 
be MM* him just after the act 
waa committed and Dempsey was 
bare-headed and without coat or 
'. When Dublin searched the 
negro he found a peculiar shap- 
ed razor on him and wlien the 
ucgro was caught it was found 
on him. Dublin found the negro 
in a box car on May 9 and after 
searching him turned him loose. 
As he walked away the negro at- 
t acked him from the rear and 
cut a gash about five inches long 
and an inch deep in his neck and 
also cut him several times on 
the v body and was holding him so 
lie would bleed to death, but was 
frightened away by an employe 
who-was going to work. Dutdin 
is in the Illinois Central hospital, 
at Paducah, in a serious condi- 
tion. Judge Gardner has said 
that be will have a grand jury 
investigate the matter that he 
will go to th the bottom of it;

He reports at the time ant 
phu-e designated, probably a lo- 
cal armory, i.s given hLs equip- 
laaat and transj»orte»l to a eon- 
centratkui camp. 

In case he believes he should 
have betsi exempted and was not, 
he is entitled to carry his case 
to the local federal ei.urt lor s«'t 
tlement.
